33- Whoever claims that the Quran is created is an Kafir who is outside the fold of Islam, Whoever 
doubts his disbelief from among those who understand, he is a disbeliever. 


34- Whoever doubts the word of Allah and stands skeptical about it, saying, “I do not know whether 
it is created or not created,” then he is a Jahmite, And Whoever stops at the Quran out of ignorance 


must be taught and declared an innovator. 


35- And Whoever says, “My utterance of the Quran is created,” or “My pronunciation of the Quran 


is created,” is a Jahmite “!”

(5 ) We establish the meaning and delegate the manner, and we do not say, as the Mofawidhah says, 
“without manner and without meaning,” because Allah Almighty addressed us with what we 
understand. 

Imam Yazid bin Harun said, “Whoever claims that the Most Gracious is established on the Throne, 
contrary to what is established in the hearts of the common people, is a Jahmite.” 


(6) The Jahmites say that we will not see Allah in the Hereafter. 

Imam Al-Hasan Al-Basri says that if the worshippers knew that they will not see Allah almighty on 
the Day of Resurrection, their souls would melt. 

Allah Almighty says: {For them who have done good is the best [reward] and extra} [Yunus: 26], 
and the extra is looking at the face of Allah Almighty as Abu Bakr Al-Siddiq (may Allah be pleased 
with him) explained it as in Tafsir AlTabari 


(7) One of the principles of the Jahmites is that Allah does not speak with a letter or a sound. So 
they described Allah as mute and helpless, and that He created His speech in inanimate objects. 
Allah Almighty is far above what these people say. 

The evidence for Allah’s speech is very abundant like: 

(Surat At-Tawbah 6) (Surat Al-A’raf 144) (Surat An-Nisa 164) (Surat Al-Baqarah 30) (Surat Al- 
Baqarah 253) (Surat Al-A’raf 22) (Surat An-Naml 8) (Surat Ash-Shu’ara 10) (Surat Saba 23) 


(8) The Jahmites also say that Heaven and Hell will perish, and the most prominent of those who 
said this is Abu al-Hudhay] Al-Allaf, or as the heretic Ibn Arabi says, the natures of the people of 
Hell will become fiery and they will enjoy Hell. 


(9) The Mu'tazila denied the bridge. Of course, its evidence is proven, such as the long hadith on 
the authority of Abu Sa`id al-Khudri, on the authority of the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace, that he said, “Then the bridge will be laid across Hell.” We, the companions of the 
Prophet (peace be upon him) said, “O Allah’s Messenger (peace be upon him)! "What is the bridge?’ 


He said, “It is a slippery (bridge) on which there are clamps and (Hooks like) a thorny seed that is 
wide at one side and narrow at the other and has thorns with bent ends. Such a thorny seed is found 
in Najd and it is called As-Sa'dan. Some of the believers will cross the bridge as quickly as the wink 
of an eye, some others as quick as lightning, a strong wind, fast horses or she-camels any harm; 
some will be safe after receiving some scratches, and some will fall down into Hell (Fire).

(10) Many deniers of the Sunnah appeared on the scene and began to deny the torment of the grave With its 
clear evidence from the Quran and Sunnah such as (Surah Ghafir 46) and the hadith of Ibn Abbas that "The 
Messenger of Allah passed by two graves and said: "They are being punished but they are not being punished for 
anything that was difficult to avoid. One of them used not to take care to avoid getting urine on his body or 


clothes, and the other used to walk about spreading gossip.’ Then he took a fresh palm stalk and broke it in half, 
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and planted one half on each grave. They said: 'O Messenger of Allah, why did not you do that?’ He said: 'May it 
be reduced for them so long as this does not dry out."

(11) The Maturidis consider Muslims to be infidels if they say, “I am a Muslim, Allah willing,” 
even though linking faith to the will of Allah Almighty is a belief of the Salaf. 


(12) The Murji’ah who say that faith neither increases nor decreases and say that faith is 
knowledge and exclude action from faith and they are of different types 


(13) The Qadarites are those who deny fate and say: Allah Almighty did not create the actions of 
the servants, and they make the servant the creator of his own actions, and they say: Allah Almighty 
does not know something except after it occurs. Imam Al-Shafi’i said: “Debate with them with 
knowledge of Allah. If they acknowledge it, they will be defeated, and if they deny it, they will 
disbelieve.” They are divided into ranks. The least of them are those who say that Allah did not 
create evil, and they attribute this to some of the Salaf, although they are innocent of it. Al-Juwayni 
was influenced by the philosophers, so he said: Allah knows the generalities, not the particulars. We 
seek refuge in Allah. 


(14) Al-Jahmiyyah: One of the theological sects, and Al-Jahmiyyah is attributed to Al-Jahm ibn 
Safwan, and this belief is the belief that the Salaf agreed upon the most to declare as an infidel. 
Al-Jahm learned from Al-Ja’d ibn Dirham, who learned from Abaan ibn Sam’an the Jew, who 
learned from Talut, who learned from Labid ibn Al-A’sam, the Jewish magician who bewitched the 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace. Al-Jahm ibn Safwan denied that Allah Almighty 
has an attribute, denied the loftiness of Allah, denied that He speaks, denied that we see Allah, and 
denied the names of Allah. The reason for this is that he began debating the Samaniyyah (a group of 
Indian philosophers) without knowledge, which led him to this heinous statement. 

Salam ibn Ahwaz killed him. His sect inherited from the Mu’tazilah, who in turn inherited it to the 
Kolabiyyah, who inherited it to the Ash’ariyyah and the Maturidiyyah. 


(15) Shiites or Rafidis are a group of followers of Abdullah bin Saba the Jew. They disbelieve in 
the companions and the wives of the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, and insult 
them. They differ from Muslims in everything in prayer, zakat, and fasting. They perform Hindu 
rituals such as self-flagellation, self-flagellation, walking on hot coals, cursing, swearing, and 
temporary marriage. They deny the Allah is above his creation and His attributes like the Jahmites. 
They worship the twelve imams, saying that they have universal authority that controls all the atoms 
of the universe, and they associate partners with Allah. 


(16) The Khawarij are those who rebelled against their Imam, and they are also a group that rebelled against the 


Commander of the Faithful Ali bin Abi Talib after the Battle of Siffin, after the arbitration that took place in the 


famous story.

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They were divided into many groups, and the oldest group of them that exists to this day are the Ibadis, and today 
they adopt the beliefs of the Mu'tazila in denying the attributes of Allah. 
Glory be to Allah, deviations start small like a hair, then after a while they become so big that they become 


different from the original. 


The Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "At the end of time there will come a people young 
in years, foolish in their minds, reciting the Quran which will not go beyond their throats, uttering sayings from 
the best of creatures, going through the religion as an arrow goes through the target."

(17) The first one to say: "My recitation of the Quran is created" was Al-Karabisi. Imam Ahmad 
ibn Hanbal declared him an infidel. 

Imam Al-Ajurri says in his book Al-Shari'ah: 

It is said to the one who says this statement: The Quran belies you and rejects your statement, and 
the Sunnah belies you and rejects your statement. 

Allah the Most High said: (And if any of the polytheists seeks your protection, grant him protection 
so that he may hear the Word of Allah) So Allah the Most High informed: that people only listen to 
the Word of Allah, and He did not say: the narration of the Word of Allah. 


And Allah the Most High said: (And when the Quran is recited, listen to it and be silent that you 
may [p. 536] receive mercy) So He informed that the listener only hears the Quran, and He did not 
say the narration of the Quran. 


And the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) said: "The man who has nothing of the 
Quran in his heart is like a ruined house." 


Many ignorant people accused Imam Al-Bukhari (may Allah be pleased with him) of being a 
Lafthiyah, and they are told that Al-Bukhari himself denied that about himself when he said: 
Whoever claims that I said that my recitation of the Quran is created is a liar. 


(18) The title of “Hashwiyyah” is given by the people of innovation to the people of Sunnah, and 
they mean by it that they frequently cite hadiths as evidence, which contradict their whims, so they 
resort to insulting the transmitter, and they are even more likely to insult the one who says it 
literally. 


(19) Al-Mushbihah is a title given by the Jahmites, Mu'tazilites, and their followers from the 
Ash’aris and Maturidis to the Sunnis. 


They mean by it the anthropomorphists, that is, they imagine the attributes of Allah as the attributes 
of humans. 


They have fallen into a fallacy, as the attribute of knowledge for Allah Almighty is different from 
the attribute of knowledge for humans, although the word is the same and the meaning is the same,

except that there is a difference between the two attributes, and in the same manner the attribute of 
the hand, the leg, the face, the eyes, etc. 


They describe each other by likening, for example, the Jahmites say that the Mu'tazilites are 
Mushabbihah because they say that Allah has names, and the Mu'tazilites say that the Ash'aris are 
Mushabbihah because they affirm 7 attributes. 


As for the true Mushabbihah, they are those who say that the hand of Allah is like my hand, the eye 
of Allah is like my eye, and the face of Allah is like my face. The scholars have unanimously agreed 
to declare them infidels, and the first to say that they are anthropomorphists was Hisham bin Al- 
Hakam the Shiite 


(20) The Mujberah or the Jabariyyah are a group that follows the Jahmites 


They say that the servant is forced to do his actions, and has no choice, and that the real doer is 
Allah Almighty, and that Allah Almighty forced the servants to believe or disbelieve like a feather in 
the wind, where they agree with the saying of the extremists of the Murji'ah that faith is only 
knowledge, so if the servant knows that Allah is his Lord, he will enter Paradise, and this complex 
doctrine overlaps with all false doctrines and leads to the unity of existence 


The doctrine of the Jabriyah is one of the most evil and false doctrines; because it makes Allah 
Almighty unjust to His servants, Allah is far above what the Jabriyah say 


(21) Nogsaneyyah is a title used by the Murji'ah to describe the Sunnis. The Sunnis say that faith 
increases and decreases, while the Muryji'ah say that it neither increases nor decreases, and this is 
contrary to the Quran and the Hadith. 


(22) Al-Nabitah is a title used by the people of innovation from the Rafidah and Ash'ari to 
describe the people of Sunnah, meaning that they are small in seeking knowledge or that they are 
evil sprouts. They are the ones who deserve this term because throughout their history the people of 
Sunnah are the ones who cite the Athar and the great scholars are with them. It is enough that the 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said: “You must follow my Sunnah.” 


(23) Nawasib is a title given by the Rafidites to the people of the Sunnah and the Community, and 
they mean by it those who are hostile to the family of the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace, and to Ali ibn Abi Talib. By Allah, they are the Nawasib, as they insult the wife of the 
Prophet, the Mother of the Believers, Aisha, peace be upon her, and they insult Hafsa and Umm 
Habiba, and they insult Aqeel, the brother of Ali ibn Abi Talib, and they insult Abbas, the uncle of 
the Prophet, and his son Abdullah ibn Abbas, and they insult the children of Al-Hasan. 
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(24) "Kalam The Sunnis define it as "what theologians have innovated in the fundamentals of 
religion, of proving beliefs through methods that they have invented, and by which they have turned 
away from what the Book and Sunnah have brought." 

The expressions of the Salaf varied in warning against theology and its people, because of the 
doubts and suspicions it leads to, to the point that Imam Ahmad said: "A person who practices 
theology will never succeed." Al-Shafi'i said: "My ruling regarding the people of theology is that 
they should be beaten with palm branches and sandals, and they should be paraded around among 
the clans and tribes, and it should be said: This is the reward of one who abandons the Book and 
Sunnah and turns to the science of theology."
